SUBJECT ! Evaluation of AKBASIN Broadcaats 


1. The undersigned has read in translation a large number of 
AEBASIH scripts dating from the inauguration of the broadcasts to 

October. In general, they are moz^ than adequate for the audience. 
It le believed that if they get through the jasBning net^nHte, the 
prograuxs would fulfill an Important function In maintaining the morale 
of whatever individuals and groups in Betonia are favorably disposed 
towards the West and which harbor anti-Coasnunist resentments. All in 
all, their tone and character is surprisingly moderate and calm, 
considering the atmosphere of Radio NACIOMAL.

''^Y the news (pro^r]^ fros the point of view of our Interests and their 
^ identity , but wFtoout vitiating its content and endangering its 
credibility. 


3 , (The daily feature itons discuss the anti-CJoiBEaunlat activities 
of emigres of all nationalities in the West, and occasionally religioue 
BMaeages with political implioations— eg. , the lUegltimecy of tyraraiy— 
ore included. Other scripts refute Soviet propaganda regarding the 
peaceful motivation of Soviet policies and point up matters like the 
exploitation of individuals in the concentration oei^s, factories, and 
on the collective farms. The scripts are singularly «atirely free 
from anti-^Russianisa, as distinguished from anti-Soviet sentiments, and 
the theme of evtmtual liberation is mentioned, but Is sensibly not over 
stressed. There is, however, a greet deal of indiscriminate criticism 
of Soviet aceomplislnaents which would hardly please m^sbers of the 
Soviet intelligentsia. Since, however, the bI^>adca3t8 are in Estonian, 
and, since it would be foolish not to play on Estonian nationalism, there 
is no basic objection to the project's line. 


4, It is necessary to state, however, that the approach used from 
Radio Madrid should not be considered the only useful PP line for 
Estonia. In the future, it may be necessary and desirable to eonelder 
a tactic which does not employ "the frontal assault" approach, and which 
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raay be calculated to appeal to Estonians who have accomodated themselves 
or succumbed to the influence of Cofflffi.uni3ia, The curre«t AEBASIN line, 
however, acceptable and useful, need not rule out futui'® black progrMia 
employing forms of deviation of the left or right. 
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
